Eeoonfcl/, there have been laapy ohangee la the medloal aid organization 
of Toronazh Obiaet. The progrojs achieved oaa be Tlauallted by the fact that 
at the present tine 580 speolallets are aaotgned tc rayon centers - Sixty-four 
of the rayon hospitals have elx or nore apeolallets while 15 hare froci four to 
six spoolallsts^ 


All of the oblast ^50 rural nedlcal organizations are stuffed with oon- 
petent doctors. In spite of these aohlerenents, the rural doctor still re- 
qairss epeolal assistance to render optlmun aedioal seirlaeo The Toroneih 
Medical Inctltttte has nuoh to offer In this direction. 


Until recently there was poor ilaleon betwoeo. the Institute and the rural 
health organizations. Howctst. after a letter was sent to it by the >*^nlfltry 
of Hsaltji USSR a resiartoble change took place. In the 2 months following the 
raoeipt of this letter by the Institute, excellent liaison was ostabUahed. 

A group of specialists was sent to Talov Rayon (Kaasnnaya Step')- 
first aaslnsnents ware study the fhaua of blood *>800 king bujs colt css, breeding 
grounds of the anopheles nos quit r* and raeiioal significance of the establlshMnt 
of antleroslon forest belts. The Ohalr of Microbiology has i>e\'elo?ed a o%?tBplex 
nabhod for treating dysentery oases. Work is now being done to determine the 
health conditions of each rayon of the oblast. These, however, are only the 
first steps In the program to make the ToroDezh health service tne beat In the 
USSR. 


The personnel of this service have accepted the task of eliminating para- 
sitic Infeotloos by the end of the year. Efforts will bo made to establish 
proper organizations for dealing with traumato logical problems of rural 
coBBunitles. It appears that for some time rayon hospitals in Panlnskaya, 
Khlevenefcaya, and Annenskaya rayons have nbt only failed to give aid to rural 
inhabitants, but have also actually Ignored needs of people in tholr own 
communities. The trouble appeared to be a lack of qualified speclaligta. 
There were frequent conferences o:. the shortcomings of medical service lor
